Tus building of caſtles, and the foundation of religious houſes, will be minutely inveſtigated ; and equal attention will be ſhewn in 
aſcertaining the original erection and endowment of pariſh churches, their antient and preſent valuations, and the ſucceſſion of their 
Patrons and Incumbents: In the courſe of the work, great care will be taken to catch the general appearance of this Wapontake as it 
varies under its ſeveral periods of time; and to give a general, but conciſe, account of its preſent ſituation, With a comparative view 
of its antient ſtate; in regard to trade, natural hiſtory, and population, Intimately connected with this part of the Antiquities of Hol- 
derneſs, will be found the origin of the Town and Borough of Kingſton upon Hull, and from that period will be marked the riſe of 
commerce in the one, and the declenſion of it in the other. To this end, regard will alſo be ſhewn to theſingular ſituation of the 
Seigniory, as ſubject to the devaſtation of the ſea and the river Humber ; and here will be held out a melancholy detail of hamlets, vil- 
lages, and towus, whoſe very names are now totally forgotten; The above work will exhibit, in different parts of it, views of Gen- 
tlemen's ſeats, plans and clevations of the moſt pleaſing Gothic ſtructures, and drawings of ſepulchral monuments; and it will reteive 
ſill farther illuſtration from a map of Holderneſs, and the arms and quaterings of all the principal families.
